forenoon session to the oxnmlnatlon of 
Secretary Alger's statement and tbe 
pivwt faraiihtd hr h\m in reply to 
the commission's inquiries. 

The accompanying papers include 
the reports from the various bureaus 
of the war department, and also vart* 
001 Ittttn and telegraiiM beariBC upon 
the conduct of the war. 

Secretary Alger, in his report, re- 
plies to the various questions pro- 
pounded by th« commission, but be 
^ givea especial prominence to the plan 
. ▼ of campaign, and to the changea that 
were made In the original plant. 

He state* that Tampa was chosen as 
the base of operations tiecause of its 
proximity to Havana, at which point 
it waa originally intended the first, at- 
tack should be mad*. 

The determination to malte a change 
was due to tlie developments on the 
southern coast of Cuba and to Ad- 
miral Cervera's' course In locating his 
fleet on the bay at Santiago. 

When it was quite certain that be 
was securely entrapped, Admiral 
Sampson wired ihe fact to the secre- 
tary of the navy, asking that troops 
be sent immediately. 

He said that be bad sUenoed the 
batteries wblcb were accessible from 
the sea and that lO.OOO men could cap- 
ture the town within 48 hours. 

The report shows tbat General Miles 
advised in the beginning that the first 
move ,sboaM be made against Pdrto 
Rico, and tbat after tbat Island should 
b« subjugated that the American forces 
should be landed on the north coast nf 
Cuba at seme point from which they 
could move conTenlently dtber to the 
east or the west.

Senor Mon- 
tero Rios has written asliing for new 
Instructions to enaMa blm to come to 
an agreement with the American com- 
missioners. His letters have been 
read at a meeUng of the cabinet and 
the ministers have agreed upon the 
terms of new instructiona wbtoh will 
be sent 

A meeting bas expressed the opinion 

that probaMy the Philippine question 
will not be dlscus^eil, as the Americans 
are also waiting for instructions. 

The minister of war. General Correa, 
bis received a dispatch from General 
Rios, the Spanish commander In the 
Philippines, announcing another vic- 
tory in the Vlsayaa islands over the 
insurgents from the Island of Luzon, 
who are said to have lost 122 men kill- 
ad and many wounded, besides losing 
all their guns, several cannon and a 
quantity of smmunltlon. 
V General Rioe adds that he considers 
' the rebellion In the Viscayas islands 
to be mded, and he asserts jtbat the 
natives do not respond to th* a^paals 
<d the Insurgents. 

CoMt 8i«iMl 8«rTl««. 

Washington, Oct 12. — A complete 
history of the operatlona of the United 
States coast signal servloe Is presented 

in the report of Captain John R. Bart- 
lett, who was the superintendent of 
that service. This Institution was born 
of the tmergancy created by the war 
and Captain Bartlett shows how, with- 
in one week after the orders had gone 
out by telegraph, the entire coast was 
under observation from a chain of su- 
tlons c:;tendlng from Maine to Texas. 
There were eight dlatriets, in whieb 
were distributed 36 signal stations offi- 
cered and manned by the state naval 
militia, a force of 18 offlriMs and 210 
men. The largest force was neces- 
sarily on duty In FtorTda. 

Lexington, Ky.. Oct. 12. — The 
Twelfth New Tbrks failed to carry out 
their threat to take Alvie Kitchen from 
the county jail and lynch him because 
he killed their comrade, Private Ed- 
ward Nygren.

Cass Lake, Minn., Oct 12. — Indian 
runners from the south have passed 
here going north, bringing informa- 
tion of a more serious nature than any- 
thlng heard heretofore. 

The hostlles at Bear Island have 
heard that G«neral Bacon intends to 
attack them and are busily preparing 
to raaiat The Indiana are well posted 
on everything that goes on at Walker 
and at the agency. They are strongly 
entrenched and have sent out inauit- 
Ing messagea to the wfaltea. 

Their nmnera are buaily engaged in 
urging reinforcements from branch 
tribe*. There have passed down the 
water ways to Leech Lake In the past 
three days as many Indians as there 
have soldiers coma in over the railroad. 

A village baa paaaed up Caaa Lake 
and othera are now encamped eight 
miles northwest from here. WoniPii 
and children have been going steadily 
northward. Twenty canoea of bucks, 
four in each, have cone up the Mis- 
sissippi river into Ltsaeh Lake. It is 
estimated by the WOOdsman here tbat 
at least 500 reds, who will join the 
hoetiles on the slightest encourage- 
ment, are now within striking ^^t^v^" 
of Leecb Lake dam. 

Chief Roely, who haa come in from 
Drainard, brings alarming reports. He 
said: •'Hiicon will make another at- 
tack in the next day or twa He is 
determined to gat the Indiana or their 
bodiee. If he doea neither, the Reds 
will make a break north for the Big 
Fork country. He cannot follow them 
and they will luive time to do awful 
damage to the settlers, straggling vil- 
lagea and railroad property aa they 
flee. I consider the situation extremely 
critical both here and aloni; the road, 
especially at points where land and 
water routes cross. Some of my es- 
timators are starting back to work, but 
only whara tha troopa can protect 
them."
